(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the matter of the Companies Acts and 
the Dublin and Lucan Electric Railway Com. 
pany, 4 

Mr. Moloney (instructed by 
O'Hagan and Son), applied ‘on behalf of 
John Foxall, 10 Anglesea street, Dublin, 
trustee for the Debenture stockholders of the 
Dublin and Lucan Electric Railway Company, 
for an order for the winding up of the com- 
pany. 

Counsel read the petition of. Mr. Foxall, 
who, he mentioned, was a Debenture holder 
himself. The petition stated that the com 
pany is insolvent and has no means of cen 
tinuing the undertaking.

62 
houses, ten of which had been sold on lease 
and the remainder rented to tenant pur- 
chasers. The public subscribed the necessary 
Loan Stock, and the sale of the houses pro- 
vided capital for further building. A site 
had been obiained on the East all toad 
and plans of 72 four-roomed houses were 
read - This contract, would supply another 
years work for a good number of men and 
would .require additional capital. 
The Lady Ardilaun had added to her pre- 
vious generosity by hg a piano for the 
Ardilaun Pavilion er death was deeply re- 
gretted by the Committee.

PROPOSED INCREASE OF STOCK. 

The Rev. D. Hall, in explaining the 
accounts and the anditor’s report, said that 
this was their first meeting in the Pavilion, 
the gift of the late Lady Evditenn, who had 
also contributed towards the laying-out of a 
tennis court. He referred with satisfaction 
to the fact that- they proposed to raise the 
limit of loan stock from £10,000 to £100,900. 

Referring to the auditor's suggestion as te 
the need of a paid manager, Mr. Hall said 
that he had carried on now for a period of 
five years, and he hoped that they would not 
think he was shirking by offering to resign 
his position as Hon. Secretary, in order 
that the detail work should be taken out of 
his hands. The Society was now upon its 
feet, and was in such a position that it could 
afford to pay a manager. He was will- 
ing to give all the help he could, but there 
were many calls on his time, and he could 
not continue to do the detail work. He 
would, however, remain on duty until they 
had made some selection. By economical 
work they had got into their peetens strong 
position, and he thought ae e could dele- 
ate the work to a paid officer. 
: The capital charge of £78,000, which the 
property cost, had now been reduced to 
£51,000, and they were trying to pay off the 
6 per cent. mortgage — loan as quickly as 
possible. The limitations imposed by the 
1924 Act, he said, would expire this year, 
and, should any vacancy occur, the Com- 
mittee could get a higher price for the 
houses than the present tepants were paying ; 
but they did not intend to do this. 

He felt extremely grateful to the Society’s 


solicitors for their gratuitous assistance to 
to the Society. They were unique ás solici- 
tors, and a friend of his had said that they 
should be immortalised. - 

THIS YEAR'S PROGRAMME. 

This year they hoped to. build 72 houses, 
the plans of which had been sanctioned. 
These would be four-roomed houses, with a 
bathroom and a garden. ‘The plans were 
going to the builders this week for estimates, 
and they hoped to begin work as soon as 
possible. Applications for these houses would 
not be taken until March, and he asked that 
applicants should not be sent to him. He 
mentioned that he was associated with the 
formation of the Dublin Commercial Utility 
Society, and also with the Linen Hall Utility 
Society. In connection with the latter, plans 
had been drawn up by Mr. Hicks. He was 
glad to say that they had no arrears of rent.

WESTMEATH RATES. 


FARMERS’ DEMAND FOR 
LESS EXPENDITURE. 


Drumraney branch of the Westmeath Far- 
mers’ Association has decided to call for the 
dissolution of the Westmeath County Council, 
in the event of extra expenditure necessitat- 
ing extra taxation. 

The following resolution was passed at the 
last meeting of the branch :— 

“That we view with the utmost alarm the 
proposal which was passed by the Westmeath 
County Council to increase the road expendi- 
ture by £9,000 over last year’s demand ; and 
we respectiully ask the Council, in view of 
the present state of agriculture and the de- 
pression in the value of agticultura] produce, 
to abstain from taking any steps whatever 
which would involve further expense until a 
better state of affairs presents itself, and to 
remember that it is universally acknowledged 
that taxation on agricultural land has at 

resent reached the utmost limit to which 
it is either safe or possible to push it ‘n 
the best interests of the State and of public 
security. 

“ In the event of any increased expenditure 
involving extra taxation, this Association 
pledges itself to petitiou the Local Govern- 
ment to dissolve the Council and appoint 
paid Commissioners, That we also condemn 
the action of the members of the Council, 
who, with the present state of affairs before 
them, recorded their sanction of the in- 
creased estimate; and we further cal] on those 
members who represent the farming interest 
to attend the meetings of the Council 
regularly, and especially the next meeting.”

TREK FROM MOUNTAINS 
.. POR RELIEF, 


GRANT THAT DID NOT 
MATERIALISE. 


A great stir was caused in County Long- 
ford recently by a statement, apparently 
reliable in every.way, that a Government 
grant of £18,000 had been promised for 
the relief of unemployment, and for neces- 


Sary drainage and road works in the 
county. 

From the mountains and from all parts 
of the county came a continual stream of 
people to the homes of County Councillors, 
anxious for particulars concerning the 
grant; and not alone were they able- 
bodied men—for the time being out of 
work—who trekked, but also old women, 
who hobbled along with the aid of sticks. 
They had to be turned away without 
information, as there appeared to be no 
foundation for the statement in fact. 

A COUNCILLOR’S SPEECH. 

The statement was made by Mr. James 
O'Neill, a member of the County Council, in 
an address to the Ballinamuck congregation 
after Mass, says our Longford Correspondent. 
He assured the people that the County 
Council was to get a grant of £18,000 from 
the Government, and he advised them 
earnestly to put in applications immediately 
if they desired to have a share of it. The 
grant,’ he declared, was for the relief of un- 
employment and the carrying out of neces- 
sary works, such as drainage of rivers and 
bogs, and the making of by-roads, . 

The statement duly appéared, in all the 
daily and local newspapers, and gave rise to 
some excitement, as can be judged from the 
statements of other members of the County 
Council at, a special meeting in Longford yes- 
terday. 

When Mr. John Sheridan asked Mr. O’ Neill 
where he got this information, Mr. O'Neill 
Sharply retorted: “ That is my own busi- 
ness, sir; not yours.’’ 

£6,000 GRANT REFUSED. 

The Secretary (Mr. McCann), in reply to 
questions, said that he had no information on 
the matter. He read a letter from the Local 
Government Department in reply to the re- 
quest of the County Council at the last meet- 
ing for a grant of £6,000, stating that, from 
the particulars received in that Department, 
Longford did not appear to be suffering from 
abnormal conditions of unemployment, ard 
that on these grounds the request for a yrant 
would not be entertained. 

Mr. Sheridan, who lives in the Ballinamuck 
district, said that after Mr. O’Neill’s state- 
ment, his residence was besieged day and 
night by inquirers "after the grant.” He 
could scarcely get an hour to sleep. When 
he informed all and sundry that he knew 
nothing about a grant of £18,000 coming to 
Longford, he was suspected of hiding the in- 
formation from the people 

QUEUES AT COUNCILLOR’S HOUSE. 

Mr. T. C. Keohane said that*his house re- 
sembled a cinema, with queues pal a 
outside for days after Mr. O'Neill made the 
statement. He had to tell*the people that he 
knew nothing whatever about it; and he, 
tos, was suspected of withholding informa- 


tion. . i 
Mr. Robert Belton, who lives in the

The figures relating to unemployment in 
Longford, rs supplied to the Local Govern- 
ment Department in connection with the 
application for a £6,000 grant, were mislead- 
ing, as they had been compiled from the 
returns of the Labour Exchange. The great 
majority of unemployed in Longford County 
were not registered there, and he was aware 
that the figure of 600 unemployed, as fur 
nished to. the Deparytment, might be mul- 
tiplied by five without going beyond the 
exact number. of unemployed, —

CARRIER SUES KINGSTOWN 


URBAN COUNCIL. 
(BEFORE JUDGE PIGOTT.) 

John Connell, of Desmond place, Kings- 
town, a carrier, claimed £20 damages from’ 
the Kingstown Urban Council for injuries 
sustained by h's horse, as the result of an 
accident which occurred in Clarence street, 
Kingstown, on the 30th July last. 

Evidence for the plaintiff was to the effect

Taxation and Morals. 


In the important memorial. which they 
have addressed to the Minister for Finance 
the pot-still distillers of the Free State 
plead for a jsubstantial reduction ot 
the present huge duty of 72s. 6d. .n 
every proof gallon of their product. We 
think that, if their plea is viewed strictly, 
in their own words, ‘‘as a matter of 
financial policy,’ they have established 
an irresistible case -for it. No Govern- 
ment whose people already are sorely over- 
taxed can afford, financially, to connive 
at the destruction of an industry that 
brings large revenues to the State and 
gives large employment in the country. 
The distillers’ statistics tell a plain 
story. In 1924-5 the Free State’s output 
of whiskey showed a decrease of 151,244 
proof gallons upon the output for 1923-4, 
with a loss of £548,260 to the Revenue. 
The duty per proof gallon has risen 
steeply from 1ls. in 1900 to the present 
duty of 72s. 6d., and the point has been 
passed. when increased taxation brought 
increased revenue to "the State. Six 
years ago the revenue. from. the dis- | 
tilleries in “the whole of Ireland 
amounted to nearly. £6,000,000; in -the 
present year it is not likely to reach 
£4,000,000. Mr. Blythe may have his own 
views on the morality of the drink trade, 
but, as Minister for Finance, he must 
regard with grave. alarm the reduction 
“fo vanishing point,’’ as the digtillecs 
say, of “‘a hitherto important and steady 
source of revenue.’’ The. Free State tax- 
payer must share the alarm, knowing well 
that some countervailing source of revenue 
‘will be contrived at his expense. The dis- 
tillers advance another argument which 
has an equal interest for Mr. Blythe and 
for his colleague in the Ministry of Agri- 
culture. They say, with sound reason, that 
the extitiction or serious decline of their 
industry will close a profitable market +0 
the Irish farmers, from whom they bought, 
in 1900, 1,000,000 barrels ef corn, whereas, 
in the present year they may not require 
more. than 50,000 barrels. Their case is 
that, if the duty is reduced substantially, 
their industry will revive, the farmer wil] 
benefit, and the Revenue will not suffey, 
since there will be an increased demand far 
good whiskey at a price “‘ more in keeping 
with the means and purchasing power pf 
the citizens of the Irish Free State.’’ 

That is the financial case for a redye- 
tion of the whiskey duty, and it is an 
excellent case; but at once the question 
emerges: Would the Free State. Goveyn- 
ment be justified, for the sake of amy 
financial or economic gain, in cheapening 
the cost of an article which is a cause o* 
moral land physical danger to large 
numbers of citizens?

The Fight for China. 


A very grave crisis hag been averted 
in China; for a situation had arisen 
which, if it had been allowed to develop, 
undoubtedly would have led to an armed 
conflict between China and Soviet Russia. 
Nothing could have prevented the inter- 
vention of Japan, as Manchuria~ would 
have been the principal scene of action; 
and a triangular war in the Far East 
might have had formidable reactions in 
Europe and the United States. The danger 
of a fight for the moment is at an end. 
After much pdlaver the Russians have 
stayed their hand, and China now will 
relapse into her condition of chronic inter- 
necine warfare until the time comes when 
the Soviet is ready to strike. The source 
of the dispute was typical of Chinese 
affairs. .When the Bolshevist party came 
into power in Russia it claimed certain 
privileges from China which had been 
enjoyed by the Tsarist régime. One of 
them was control of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, and at the outbreak of civil war 
in China General Chang Tso-lin made a 
bargain with the Russian authorities con- 
cerning the transport of his troops on 
this line. he Chinese General then 
proceeded to" run up a bill of fourteen 
million dollars, or, roughly, £1,750,000, 
making use of the railway on every 
possible occasion ‘or his troops, and 
paying nothing for their transport. The 
Moscow Government, naturally enough, 
demarided something on account. Chang’s 
reply was to arrest and imprison M. 
Ivanoff, general manager of the railway, 
with several members of his staff, and 
virtually to seize the railway. This 
arbitrary step infuriated Moscow; but 
diplomacy got to work, with the result 
that M. Ivanoff has been set at liberty 
and that the Eastern Railway will con- 
tinue to carry Chang's soldiery without 
payment. 

Chang Tso-lin may seem to have gained 
the upper hand; but, although he has 
secured his immediate end, he and his 
enormous country are only pawns in a 
game that is being played over their heads, 
Russia did not refrain from war against 
China because the Soviet Government was 
afraid of the armies of Chang Tso-lin, but 
only because she is watching Japan. Twenty- 
two years ago Manchuria saw the burial 
of Tsardom’s hopes, and the present rulers 
of Russia are determined that they shall 
not become embroiled in an open quarrel 
with the Japanese until they are properly 
equipped for the tussle which, sooner or 
later, will be inevitable. During the Jast 
seven years Japan has been moving her 
pieces carefully into position—first in 
Shantung, until she was “‘checked ' by the 
United States; then in the Treaty Ports, 
and nowin Manchuria. Her attitude during 
the recent disputes has been meticulously 
correct. She is at peace with Russia, and 
has no present intention of disturbing the 
excellent relations between Tokio and 
Moscow; but she wants control of 
China,

America’s sea power has barred 


of “White Australia,” reinforced by the 
establishment of a British naval base at 
Singapore, has put an end to her dreams 
of expansion towards the South ; and only 
China remains, Japan must have an 
outlet for her surplus population. She 
cannot continue to imprison a teeming 
people within the confines of a few small 
islands, and Manchuria offers an excellent 
refuge for her growing over-flow. Un- 
fortunately, Russia also has, her eye on 
Manchuria. The possession of Vladivostok 
is.essential to the maintenance of Russia's 
position in the Far East, which the Bol- 
sheviks have been trying to consolidate 
steadily during the Chinese civil wars 
Nobody can foresee the end. of thie 
intrigues and plottings that are being 
pursued under cover of China's civil d's- 
contents; but Russia and Japan are the 
protagonists. Britain, America and the 
other Powers seem to be in the position 
of almost helpless spectators.

Last year there were 162,632 admissions 
to the Dublin Zoological Gardens—a total 
which surpassed the average for the past 
ten years by about 10,000. The growth of 
interest in the fine ‘collection of animals 
which is always on view in the Phoenix 
Park is a gratifying sign of the times. 
Most of the admissions, no doubt, repre- 
sented visits by family parties from 
Dublin and the ‘county, but we should 
like to see the whole country copying the 
example of that school manager in County 
Cavan who organised a day’s excursion to 
Dublin in order that the boys and girls of 
his school should enjoy a visit to the 
‘* Zoo.”’ A day at the Gardens stimulates 
school-children by setting before them 
‘living tokens of other climes. At yester- 
day’s ‘meeting of the Royal Zoological 
Society of Ireland it was stated that the 
Canadian Government generously sent. to 
Dublin a pair of Wapiti deer to replace 
that which was lost, and the South African 
Government presented to the Gardens 
three ostriches which had been exhibited 
at Wembley. It is interesting to learn 
that our old friend Sundree, the elephant, 
is. growing still. Last year he earned £50 
for the Gardens in giving rides to young 
people. The lioness Nigeria is now a 
great grandmother, so that four genera- 
tions of one leonine family may be met in 
Dublin. During the year several animals

Impetial Airways. 


The year before us is likely to see 
immense developments in aerial traffic. 
To-day the experimental stage in aviation 
is past, and it is only a question of 
time until regular aerial posts link 
up the capitals of Europe and the great 
commercial centres of the British Empire. 
The mapping of aerial routes for the 
purpose of imperial communications is 
virtually complete, and services, subsidised 
by the British Government, are ready to 
come into being. In the Daily Telegraph 
Major C. C. Turner states that immediately 
after the winter Imperial Airways will 
launch three daily services between 
London and Paris, one daily service to 
Basle and Zurich, one to Amsterdam and 
one to Ostend and Brussels. Subject to 
agreement with the German Government. 
there will be a daily service also to 
Cologne. These services will link up with 
ex'sting Continental air services. That to 
Amsterdam, for instance, will connect with 
the service to Berlin, Kénigsberg and 
Moscow. If an aerial service between 
Ireland and Britain be established, it will 
be possible to cross from Dublin to any 
of the chief European capitals in a day. 
Imperial Airways—which is a private 
concern, although working with State 
assistance—wil] launch during this year 
a weekly aerial service from Cairo fo 
Karachi, whereby Egypt, Iraq and India 
will be connected by a system of rapid 
transport of travellers and of mails. This 
may be followed by the opening of a 
service between Cairo and Khartum, with 
an extension to Kisumu, in Kenya Colony, 
whereby two of the most important centres 
of modern British colonial development 
will cease to be remote.

THE RETURN OF FAVOURITES. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday.

“ALL THE KING’S HORSES” AT 
THE GLOBE, 

Miss Irene Vanbrugh returned to the 
London stage last night after an absence of 
over two years—during which time she has 
been touring SSenth Africa and Australia— 
in a new comedy by C. E. Openshaw, entitled 
“ All the King’s Horses.” 

Miss Vanbrugh plays the part of a middle- 
aged woman married to a domestic tyrant, 
whose personality is revealed by his ever- 
recurring motto: ‘‘In your good times bear 
in mind the evil days that are coming.” He 
bores everyone to distraction, including his 
wife, who is obliged to invent an _inter- 
mittent deafness to avoid listening to his 
platitudes. She endures him with more or 
less patience until, to suit his own am- 
itions, he tries to force his son into business 
and thwart his daughter’s engagement to 
his secretary. 

At this propitious moment a shadow from 
his murky past arises to endanger his 
domestic and social position. It appears that, 
twenty-two years before, this immaculate 
husband and father had an affair with a girl 
at Oxford, and she now confronts ‘him with a 
demand for money to support his child. So 
this mighty “ Humpty Dumpty “ has a big 
fall, and is no longer able to lord it over his 
household. 

His wife rebels, and, fortified with a pint 
of champagne, proceeds to exert herself, and 
for a brief space the domestic bore and bully 
is made to realise exactly what his relatives 
think of him. He soon recovers his natural 
self-complacency, however, and the final cur-f 
tain falls as he is addressing an imaginary 
public meeting, with all his old pomposity. 

The author has written an effective comedy, 
which provides fair entertainment. There are 
one or two highly amusing situations and any 
number of witty lines, but there is little doubt 
that Miss Vanbrugh’s inelusion in the cast 
will help to make the play a success. She-is 
as delightful as ever. Miss Vanbrugh is one 
of our few actresses who possesses that rare 
sense of comedy which makes every word and 
gesture perfect. Her study of the harassed 
wife was exactly right from start to finish. 

Mr. Allan Aynsworth was splendid as the 
husband. He bears the brunt of the play in 
his usual efficient manner, and his sureness of 
touch never fails him. Mr. Scott Gatty, Miss 
Esmond Moore, Miss Janet Eccles, and Miss 
Mary Mayfren all play exceedingly well. 
The audience gave Miss Vanbrugh a very 
warm welcome, leaving no doubt as to her 
place in the affections of London playgoers.

OBITUARY. 
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MR. GUY BERINGER. 


Reuter’s Agency announces The death 
yesterday of Mr. Guy Beringer, a prominent 
member of Reuter’s editorial staff, who also 
was a well-known Reuter correspondent. Mr. 
Beringer was the son of the late Professor 
Oscar Beringer, the musician-and compéser. 
He entered the service of Reuter’s Agency in 
1892 In 1904 he became Reuter’s special 
correspondent in St. Petersburg, and he re- 
mained there until the establishment of the 
Bolshevick régime, from which he was one of 
the sufferers. He was kept in prison for 
£1x months, in Moscow, with the almost dailv 
threat of summary execution, until in 1917 
in was permitted to return home. 

During Mr. Beringer’s residence in Russia 
he acquired an intimate knowledge of Russian 
life and thought, and he was among the 
first of those who foresaw clearly the advent 
of the great revolution, although, as a result 
of the war, it took a form which could hardly 
have been anticipated. Mr. Beringer’s great 
journalistic achievement, while he was in 
Reuter’s service in Russia, was to secure the 
text of the Angio-Russian Agreement of 1907 
twenty-four hours before it was officially 
issued, $ 

Aiter Mr. Beringer's return to England he 
again visited Russia, this time as a Reuter's 
special correspondent, with General Denikin's 
iorce. He also visited Greece and Asia Minor 
during the disturbed period of 1920, and 
when he came back to London he was 
appointed Reuter’s chief correspondent in 
"aris, From Paris he was transferred to the 
head office in London in 1922, where until 
his death he had discharged important editorial 
duties. Mr. Beringer was only 53 years of 
age. There is little doubt that his ex- 
periences in Russia during the war and the 
revolution undermined his constitution. 


MR. W. J. M‘GINLEY,

DEBATE OPENS IN THE 
CHAMBER,

From “ Taz Times” CoRRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

' The Chamber oí Deputies took some time 
to settle down to business and begin the 
financial debate. to-day, with the result that 
only two out of twenty-six Deputies down to 
speak were able to have their say, and their 
speeches do not offer much clue to the course 
which the battle will take. 

In view of the length to which the 
discussion seemed likely to extend. M. 
Herriot, President of the Chamber, called a 
meeting this morning of the officers of the 
Chamber in order to consider what could be 
done to keep the speeches within bounds. 
They agreed on a stricter application of all 
the rules. which aim at preserving order and 
coherence in the discussion; but it “does not 
seem as if this pious resolution would do very 
much to reduce the length of the debate 
which is bound to extend over many days. 

The two speeches on the Finance Bill were 
made by M. Le Cour Grandmaison, an Inde- 
pendent Conservative Deputy, and M. 
Dumesnil, of the Radical Party, who is one 
of the authors of the Cartel scheme, on which 
the Bill before the Chamber is based. 

_M. Le Cour Grandmaison thought that the 
bill would put an extra burden on the tax- 
payer, without solving the difficulties of the 
‘rovernment. He raised again the idea. of 
farming out the tobacco monopoly, which js 
strongly supported by the parties of the 
Right, but his main suggestion for clearing 
ap the financial mess was that Parliament 
should close down, after giving the Govern- 
má fuil En to carry out the necessary 
reíorms. is proposal w ; 
the Right. Sois ai Ms aoonás ig. 

M. Dumesnil found it necessary to stand on 
the defensive, and to make an apology for 
the proposals to which he had set his name. 
His anxiety shows that the authors of the 
bill, do not feel very happy in taking the 
initiative in financial legislation. 

_French deputies do not like. to be respon- 
sible for introdneing fresh taxation: they pre- 
fer to he critics. He suggested that the 
Radicals might compromise with M. Doumer 
hy accepting some sort of a tax on rroduction, 
on the lines of the tax on payments, but 
omitting retail trade from its seope. M. 
Doumer noted the pronosal. bnt did not com. 
mit himself. The debate will be continued 
to-morrow afternoon.

_ In its first vote on the reservations regard- 
ing America’s adherence to the world court, 
the Senate approved by 89 votes to one the 
reservation of Mr. Swanson, Democratic mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations Committee, that 
the United States would accept no legal con- 
nection with the League of Nations. 

The second and third reservations put for- 
ward by Mr. Swanson were also approved. 
They provide that the United States shall 
have a voice in the selection of the judges and 
pay a fair share of the expenses of the court, 
as determined by the Congress of the United 
States. : i 

During “the debate, Senator Robinson 
charged Senator Walsh with championing the 
cause of Great Britain. Senator Walsh hotly 
denied the charge. Senator Lenroot inter- 
osed with the question, whether Senator 
Robinson thought that the British Foreign 
Office could control the vote of -the Irish 
Free State in the selection of the world court 
judges, 

Other reservations, which were approved 
by overwhelming majorities, were for the 
withdrawal of the United States from the 
Court at any time that the statutes of the 
Court could be amended without: the 
consent of the United States; that advisory 
opinions must be rendered publicly, and that 
no such opinion affecting the United States 
could be rendered unless the United States 
consented; that the signature of the United 
States could not be affixed to the protocal 
of the Court until the other nations which 
are members of the Court have accepted the 
American reservations; and that recourse to 
the Court for the settlement of differences 
between the United States and any other 
State could be had only by agreement before- 
hand, either by a general or by a special 
treaty between the parties to the dispute. 

The Senate also approved the statement 
that adherence to the World. Court should 
not be construed as requiring the United 
States to depart from the traditional policy 
of opposition to entangling alliances, or to 
relinquishing its traditional attitude towards 
purely American questions.—(Reuter.)

The search was carried out under the 
direction of Superintendent Ennis, who ‘had 
many men of the Detective Division at work 
for some hours with.picks and shovels un- 
earthing the dumps, which were within a 
short, distance of each other. a 

The first was found in a field in Knock- 
mitten lane, Fox and Geese, Inchicore, It 
consisted of :— 

Two Mauser rifles, 

One Martini carbine, 

Three .52 Winchester rifles. 

Three 16-bore single-barrel shotguns. 

Four 12-bore single-barrel shotguns. 

Three 12-bore double-barrel shotguns. 

Eight .22 miniature rifles. 

Work was begun early in the morning, and 
several parts of the fiel 
of six feet before the larger of the two dumps 
was found. At a depth of four feet the 
diggers finally came upon a concrete magazine, 
about, five feet in leugth and three feet high, 
which was water-tight. The walls were lined 
with sheets of. tin and wood as a precaution 
against dampness, and the arms were wrapped 
in greased cloths. 


UNDER A RUBBISH HEAP. 


The second dump was found in an old and 
disused building, known as Warren’s Mill, 
Naas road, Inchicore It took some time to 
locate it, and it contained :— 

Two Webley revolvers. 

Two Lee-Enfield rifles. 

500 rounds of .303 ammunition. 

59 rounds of Winchester ammunition, 

30 rounds of .45 ammunition 

7 rounds of Peter-the-Painter ammunition. 

9 rounds of .32 ammunition. 

SO rounds of .22 ammunition. 

4 rounds of Morris-tube ammunition. 

50. rounds of machine-gun ammunition. 
The dump was under a great pile of old 
bricks and rubbish in a corner of one of the 
rooms on the ground floor, and a couple of 
tons had to be shovelled away before the 
hiding place was found.

SIR ALFRED MOND’S 
DECISION. 


SON ALSO JOINS THE 
CONSERVATIVES. 


Sir Alfred Mond’s son, Mr. Henry Mond, 
who is Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Eastern Counties’ Liberal 
Federation, has followed his father into 
the Conservative ranks.. He says, in a 
letter to Lord Oxiord and Asquith, that 
he feels that “the Conservative Party is 
the only political force in England to-day 
that can bring us that measure of stable 
government and sane progress which is 
essential for the prosperity and prestige 
of the country.” 

It is stated that the Carmarthen Liberal 
Association will not meet; to discuss the 
situation created by: Sir Alfred Mond’s 
secession until next week. In Conservative 
circles the decision has caused satisfaction, 
and it is expected that if he decided to fight 
the seat as a Conservative he will receive the 
support of the party. 


“ A SOUND STATESMAN.” 


Colonel F. 8. Jackson, the Chairman of the 
Conservative Party organisation, speaking at 
Newport, Isle of Wight, yesterday, said that 
he was not surprised at the decision of Sir 
Alfred Mond. He had always regarded Sir 
Alfred Mond as a man of extremely sound 
views; & great patriot, who would not 
associate himself with a party which he be- 
lieved to be Naáilinnaanáily opposed to the 
best -interests of the masses of the people. 
He was a sound man and had taken a sound 
line in joining a sound party. Sir Alfred 
had proved himself in statesmanship a far- 
seeing man, who had undoubtedly rendered 
great service to-his party and would render 
great service in future. 


MR. RUNCIMAN’S VIEW. 


Speaking at the National Liberal Club last 
night, Mr. Walter Runciman, M.P., said that 
the step which had been taken by Sir Alfred 
Mond was one of which they need have no 
great anxieties or fears. If he felt himself 
unable to mould the party’s policy, he had 
chosen the honest course in leaving them.

BIG PROGRAMME IN THE 
DAIL,

THE COINAGE BILL, 


. Both Houses of the Oireachtas meet 
to-day—the Dail to consider, among other 
matters, the second stages of the Coinage 
and Medical Bills, 1926; and the Senate 
to consider resolutions’ empowering the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce to 
establish a Food Prices Tribunal and a 
Harbours Commission. 

Last week when the Dail re-assembled after 
the Christmas recess the leader of the Labour 
Party complained that the Government was 
treating deputies urfairly by calling them 
together for a few hours and then dismissing 
them because of an insufficiency of business. 
A glance at the Order Paper shows that there 
is no ground for complaint to-day. 

There are due for discussion deren supple- 
mentary estimates, any one of which might 
be said to offer material ‘for a full day’s 
debate. One of these votes is in respect of 
wireless broadcasting. The others concern 
the Oireachtas, public works and buildings. 
circuit court officers, local government and 
public health, primary education, railways, 
remuneration of banks, repayment to National 
Bank of advances to Wolfhill collieries and 
repaymert to contingency fund. y 

‘The Coinage and Medical Bills are, in them- 
selves, sufficient to occupy the attention of 
deputies during the whole of an afternoon’s 
sitting. In addition to these measures, ore or 
two others of importance are tabled for con- 
sideration—viz., the Statistics Bill (second 
stage), the Electricity Supply (Special Powers) 
Bill, the Street Trading Bill (second reading), 
the Police Forces Amalgamation (Amendment) 
Bill, the Defence Forces (Temporary Pro- 
visions) (No. 2) Bill, and the Local Officers 
Compensation (War Period) Bill. 

it is expected that the Minister of Finance 
will announce the personnel of the Banking 
Commission, and that the President will give 
the House the name of the new Minister of 
Education. 

‘The writs for the two perding by-elections 
will be moved immediately after question- 
time—that for Leix-Offaly by Mr. J. N. 
Dolan, the Chief Government Whip ; and that 
for County Dublin by Major Bryan Cooper. 

In the Senate tie followirg resolution will 
he moved by Mr. Counihan :—“ That, in the

The resolutions empowering the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce to set up a Food 
Prices Tribural and a Harbours Commission 
are precisely the same as those already passed 
by the Dail.

FREE STATE CAPTAIN’S 
FALL FROM CLIFF. 


NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
DROWNING. 


Captain McKeon, of the 6th Battalion, 
Irish Free State Army, has had a vi 
narrow escape from drowning after a fall 
from the cliffs between Finner Camp and 
Bundoran. On completing his duty at Finner 
Camp on Saturday last, ptain McKeon set 
out in the evening to visit his wife at Bun- 
doran. Darkness had set in while he was 
on his way, and at a place known as the 
Fairy Bridges he stumbled over a cliff and 
fell to the shore. In his descent he struck 
against the rocks, with the result that his 
leg was broken in two places, and one of his 
arms and two of his ribs also were fractured. 

The tide then was out, but the place where 
Captain McKeon fell is not frequented, and 
he lay helpless throughout the night.

RUBBER PRICES.

‘‘SHORTAGE AT AN END.” 


“The rubber shortage is at an end at last,’’ 
declared a member of a leading London firm 
of rubber brokers, and he went on to explain 
that the critical. stage reached during the 
summer months extended right to the end of 
November, when rubber stocks in London 
shrunk to 3,800 tons. 

The firm alluded to has a large counter on 

which to display specimens of every grade of 
rubber on offer at the time, and during the 
summer months and the late autumn the 
immense counter was nearly bare. At times 
the dealers had only some 50 tons to “ play 
about with”! To-da dozens of small sheets 
of rubber were piled on the counter—sheet 
and crépe in all sorts of milled patterns and 
varying colours, while in the Rubber Ex- 
change a few doors away down Mincing Lane 
rubber could be had for ‘‘spot”’ delivery, or 
‘‘forward’”’ deliveries as far as next June, at 
2s. 8d. a pound. Only a couple of months 
ago 4s. 6d. was being paid for “‘spot,’’ and 
the “forward ” price for April-June was 
over 4s. 
What will happen next? The rubber 
brokers are diffident on this point, says the 
London Correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian, They look for another slight de- 
cline and then violent fluctuation, but decline 
to commit themselves beyond that—and those 
who know the rubber market and its sudden 
ehanges cannot blame them.

In a leading article, The Times observes :— 
Last night, at Stirling, since he was speaking 
in Scotland, the Prime Minister chose for his 
main topic the: problem of Scottish housing. 
On the previous evening, in London, he dealt 
largely with subjects of particular interest to 
the members of the Metropolitan Conservative 
and Unionist Associations, whom he was 
addressing. This evening he will sir gun 
fuid his inspiration in questions which appeal 
with special force to his Sunderland audience. 
But the trilogy of speeches to ‘which he has 
arranged to devote three consecutive evenings 
of the last week of the Parliamentary recess 
are clearly of an importance far transcending 
local or party interests. 

On the eve of the meeting of Parliament he 
is speaking as the responsible head of the 
Government to the whole nation, ard the dis- 
cerning choice of London, Scotland and the 
North of England as the platforms from which 
to broadcast his message has enabled him to 
add ‘ illuminating touches of local colour 
to his survey of some of the 
more valuable achievements and pros- 
pective intentions of the Government. 
Lhe political credit of. the country and its 
financial credit abroad have, he said, been 
raised to a higher level than they have held 
since the war, and the Government feel that 
their year’s work wii: stand comparison with 
that of any previous C .ernment for the 
same length of time, That is a claim which 
will be widely. endorsed by public opinion. 
So far as foreign politics are concerned, it is 
certainly true that the whole world heaved 
a sigh of relief when the Treaty of Locarno 
was sealed in London. 

In home affairs the establishment of the 
beet sugar industry, accepted in principle, 
as Mr. Baldwin said, by the Labour Party, 
and the scheme for the pensioning of widows, 
orphans and the old are both measures of 
which any Government might be proud. But— 
and ‘“here’s the rub’’—both measures cost 
money, and the second especially has been 
the subject of much hostile criticism.

ALLEGED FAILURE TO MEET 
ALLIED DEMANDS. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

It is confirmed in French official circles 
that, according to the latest report of the 
Inter-Allied Military Controk Committee, 
under General Walsh, in Berlin, dated 
January 10, Germany has done nothing to 
carry out the reforms in her military orga- 
nisation in connection with the police force, 
the General Staff. the military associations, 
and the transformation of munition factories, 
upon the completion of which the Allies in- 
sist before military control passes from the 
Inter-Allied Committee to the League of 
Nations. 

The report, it is stated, shows that the 
German authorities are offering growing re- 
sistance to the Allied demands on these 
essential points. Since January 10 Germany 
has applied to the Control Committee for 
fresh concessions as regards the. Security 
Police, which she agreed to reduce from 
45,000 to 15,000. She now wants to disband 
only 15,000, transferring the other 15,000 to 
the Communal Police. 

French official quarters attach considerable 
importance to this development.

GERMAN STATEMÉNT. 
BERLIN. Tuesday.

the points has been already concluded, or is 
near completion. In particular, the carrying 
out of five especially difficult points has been 
set afoot by the Government of the Reich. 

The delay in dealing with police questions 
is to be attributed exclusively to the pending 
conversations with the Conference of Ambas- 
sadors concerning the provision in the Bou- 
logne Note for the non-inclusion of the police 
effectives of the occupied territory in the 
total strength of 150,000 man. When this 
yuestion has been cieared up it will be 
possible for the definite settlement of all 
police questions to take place with such 
celerity that the Control Commission, in the 
opinion of the Government of the Reich, will 
he able to terminate its activities in Febru- 
ary.— (Reuter. )

A WOMAN ARRESTED. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

Another arrest has been made in connection 
with the alleged spying case in which the 
Englishmen, Philipps and Leather, are con- 
cerned, The arrested person is Mdlle. Andrée 
Lefebvre, a dancer, aged 26, who is gomiciled 
with her mother in the Rue de la Savonnerie 
at. Rouen. She was arrested at Toulon on a 
warrant from M. Peyre, examining magistrate, 
and was bronght to Paris. 

Lefebvre’s name became involved after the 
seizure of letters at a bank in the Boulevard 
des Capicines, to which Leather is said to 
have had his correspondence addressed in 
the name of Georges Dubiet. According to 
the examining magistrate, a letter addressed 
to Georges Dubiet contamed writing in in- 
visible ink, thanking him for sending to Brest 
two sums, one of 860 francs and one of 1,000 
francs, and concluding with a promise to 
supply later the information sought.

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‘SHIPBUILDING 
INDUSTRY. 


THE MAIN CAUSES OF 
DEPRESSION

The causes of the present depressed state 
of the shipbuilding industry are dealt with 
in a report which Mr. A. T. Marshall, 
of Messrs. Harland and Wolff, and Mr. 
W. Strachan, of Mestrs.. Workman and 
Clark, have presented to the Belfast Con- 
ference on unemployment, The main 
causes are stated to be :— 

(A) The high cost of fuel, steel, timber, 
and manufactured castings, forgings 
and auxiliaries, due to the excessive 
rates of wages paid to railway, 
transport and other sheltered 
workers. 

(B) To the decline in the world’s sea- 
borne traffic, with the eonsequent 
fall ;. the demand for the employ- 
ment of ships. P 

(C) To the» action of the” ¥mperial 
Government in accepting German 
shipping as war reparations, thereby 
anticipating the demand for mw 
tonnage by British shipowners. 

(D) Foreign competition. 


UNSKILLED WORKERS BLAMED, 


While the industrial depression : through 
which we are passing is due largely to inter- 
national causes which are beycnd the power 
of this Committee, to deal with~ (says the 
report), we are of op.nion that much might 
be done if the problem were faced with good- 
will and determination on the part of those 
workers who are in a favoured position, re- 
garding conditions of labour and rates of pay, 
which does not bear reasonable comparison 
with the position of the skilled worker. 

In dealing with the cost of ship production 
it has to be recognised that the British ship- 
builder is faced with an increasingly keen 
foreign competition. In the Continental yards 
materials are cheaper, wages are lower, hours 
are longer, and the industry has to carry a 
lighter load of taxation than applies in this 
country ; and we see no reason to believe that 
in the near future a rise in Continental ship- 
building costs will place the British ship- 
builders on an equality with the foreign firms 
when tendering for contracts, The only 
remedy, if foreign competition is to be met on 
equal terms, is for a reduction to be effected 
in British shipbuilding costs. 

We do not suggest that the rates of wages 
paid in the shipbuilding industry of the 
United Kingdom to-day are too high, nor do 
we suggest that the emplovers in Belfast do 
not get value for their money. On the con- 
trary, we are satisfied that generally the 
tradesmen employed in the Belfast shipyards 
give a fair day’s output, but, notwithstanding 
that, it is the incontrovertible fact that our 
local shipyards have been unable to secure 
orders where a price has been quoted allowing 
solely for labour and material -costs. Indeed, 
we are informed that the shipbuilders are not 
at the moment so much concerned with mak- 
ing a profit on an order as with obviating a 
OSS. 


NO REDUCTION IN WAGES. 


The rates of wages now paid to the ship- 
yard workers show a smaller increase on the 
pre-war rates than does the comparative figure 
for the cost of living, and, having regard to 
the rates of wages prevailing in other more 
sheltered industries which are not dependent 
on export trade -for their existence, and, 
therefore, not afiected by international com- 
petition, ve could not fairly advocate a 
further reduction of the wages of shipyard 
workers as a means of solving the unemploy- 
ment problem in the industry. 
We feel, therefore, that to effect a reduc- 
tion in cost of shipbuilding there must be a 
reduction, in the prices which the shipbuilder 
is obliged to pay for the materials, as referred 
to im cause (a). We regard these prices as 
excessive, and attribute the cause directly to 
the high rates of wages prevailing in the 
sheltered industries. A reduction in these 
rates. is, therefore, in our opinion of vital (im- 
portance to the shipbuilding industry, and it 
Is Our opinion that such reduction would go 
iar to assist in a revival of trade generally, 
and so increase the volume of sea-borne 
traffic, on which the prospevity of our shipping 
industry depends. : 4 

We have already referred to the lighter 
load of taxation which 1s borne by dhr Con- 
tinental competitors. We feel that the diffi- 
culties of the present economic situation with 
which the shipbuilding industry, in common 
with other industries, has to contend, call for 
the exercise, both by the Government and 
local authorities, of the strictest economy in 
public expenditure. Not only would reduced 
taxation be beneficial to trade as a whole, but 
we feel that the example of economy in public 
expenditure would re-act on those sections of 
industry where the rates of wages are at 
present out of keeping with the wages paid 
to skilled workers. ' 

It is our opinion, therefore, that a display 
by the sheltered workers of the same reason- 
able spirit which has been shown by the 
workers in the shipbuilding industry is essen- 
tial, if an improvement -is to be effected in 
the distressing state of affairs which, unfortu- 
na‘ iy, prevails not only in the shipbuilding 
industry, but in the vital trades of the 
country which have to contend with interna- 
ticnal competition. 


* UPTOWN ” WORKERS. 


When the shipbuilding industry was under 
the control of the Government during the war 
demands were made for advances in wages on 
behalf of the skilled workers regularly every 
few months, which were dealt with by a 
Government Committee set up for the pur- 
pore. These demands were generally con- 
ceded in whole or in part, and in accordance 
with local custom the uptown workers, 1n- 
cluding shop assistants and Corporation em- 
ployés, were advanced automatically with the 
shipyards. 

While the wages of such uptown labour went 
up with the shipyard wages they have not 
been allowed to come down with them, thus 
we find the skilled men, who have submitted 
to reductions in order to help their industry, 
are being paid 40 per cent. to 50 per cent. 
over pre-war, whereas semi-skilled and un- 
skilled men in sheltered occupations are being 
paid from 100 per cent. to well over 200 ver 
cent. above pre-war. 

We are, therefore, of opinion that the time 
is ripe for dealing fairly, but effectively, with 
the abnormal rates paid in the sheltered ’in-

Appreciation is expressed of the 
assistance which the Northern Government 
has given to shipowners and shipbuilders by 
the Loans Guarantee Act, “which we can 
confidently say has been the means of creat- 
ing work at their own occupations from many 
men in the shipbuilding industry.” 

FOREIGN COMPETITION. 

“The British shipbuilder,’ the report adds, 
“is faced with an increasingly keen foreign 
competition, and, after making due allow- 
ance for the desire of the British owner to 
retain his connection at home and for the 
undoubted superiority of our workmanship, 
the difference in the cost of building or re- 
pairing a ‘ship is, as a rule, so far in’ favour 
of the foreigner that the shipowner cannot 
afford to accept the British tender. - 

“We feel that the prices which the 
shipbuilder is obliged to pay for the material 
used in’ the various processes of construction 
are excessive and. mainly contribute towards 
the high cost of the production, not only of 
ships, but of all other manufactured com- 
modities. ‘We’ ufhderstand that the causes of 
the present high cost of materials are now 
the subject of an inquiry by the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Federation of Shipbuilding 
Employers and the ne Trades 
Unions in Great Britain, and we hope that 
some useful result may come from their de- 
liberations, as we are of opinion that a re- 
duction in these costs would materially assist, 
not only shipbuilders, but also other manu- 
facturers, in retaining in the United Kingdom 
such orders as are in circulation.”’

When the brigade arrived the wing 
in which Florence Allen’s bedroom was situ- 
ated was completely cut off by the flames. 

The Coroner, in summing up, said that 
there appeared to have been some unaccount- 
able delay in removing the three servants 
from the roof, where they had taken refuge. 
He had examined the damaged building, and 
was satisfied that the fire was accidental. By 
the time when Miss Allen was missed it was 
impossible to do anything to rescue her, and 
not the slightest blame attached to anybody 
or any person throughout the affair. — 1

REVOLVER AMMUNITION. 


Keating, in his direct evidence, which was | 


not concluded when the Court adjourned 
until to-day, connected al, the accused with 
the different. offences with which they are 
charged. He told how when he was three 
weeks in the employment’ of a farmer “named 
Dillane, at  Ballinorig, Causeway, “James 
Murphy, one of the accused, emplo ted him 
as a farm labourer at 15s. a week, being 
thre shillings more than he was getting from 
Dillane. While he was in Murphys house 
some of the accused came there at night. One 
night while he was ill Murphy, the accused 
man, came into the room and asked if .505 
ammunition could be cut down so as to fit 
a revolver. I said “ yes,” said Keating, “but 
that it would be dangerous.” I told him 
that .303,° ón account of the tapering to the 
end, would be too small and was liable to 
explode. in.the.chanber. Murphy asked how 
it could be done, and he told him. 

I asked him, said the witness, what he 
wanted or could I do anything for him, 
and he said at that time that the Republicans 
were about to break out, but were very short 
of revolver ammunition, and if we could 
settle up to make revolver ammunition it 
would mean a lot of money for us. 

Mr. Liston, State Solicitor—Did he say 
when they were to break oat ’—He said that 
he would find out from Thomas Driscoll. 

The witness, continuing, said that a few 
nights later Thomas Lawlor, James Driscoll 
and William Joy came into the house at 
about 9.30 o'clock, They were in the kitchen 
and he and James Murphy were there. They 
were discussing where.they could make a safe 
dugout to store things. '' Murphy suggested 
that the dugout could be made under the 
kitchen fireplace, and under the wall into the 
next room, and suggested ventilating it by 
a pipe from the end of his house. - He said 
that a dugout there could not be detected 
by soundings. 

SUSPICIONS OF ‘‘ THE LADS.” 

The witness went on to say that he drew 
the plan for the dug-out, which it wag, decided 
to carry out ‘‘right away.” About a month 
after bringing the sand he asked Mufphy why 
he was not going on with the dug-out, and 
Murphy said—‘‘ ‘The dug-out is no use with- 
out something to put in it.” He also said 
that the “Jads” could not trust the witness 
until they knew. more about him, Murphy 
said that he waduld. convert ,therdug-out to 
another purpose, se that. the-law. could not 
affect him. He said that they would make 
the dug-out after the harvest was finished. 

Shortly after this conversation ' Thomas 
Lawlor ba a revolver to the house to be 


if they could repair it. It was.a Webley and 
Scot.

THE SWEARING.-IN. 

After this, said the witness, Lawlor took 
me by the shirt collar, and said that he heard 
I was carrying out stories about what was 
going on. [ said no, that I was not. He 
still had his hand on my shirt collar, and 
said that he would choke mie if he heard 
anything after me. 

While Lawlor was holding him Tom 
Driscoll said—‘‘ We will swear |the bloody 
fellow in, and when he is sworn|we will find 
out if he is carrying stories.” | They told 
me to get a prayer book, and I got one. 
When I got back to the kitchen Driscoll told 
me to hold up the prayer book and say the 
following words—‘‘] swear by Almighty God 
that I will be true: to ‘the freedom of the 
country and obedient to any officer set over 
me, and not to give away any secrets in arms 
or words that might lead to the apprehension 
of any Republican.”

MAKING BULLETS. 

The witness, continuing his evidence, said 
that Tom Driseoll then told “him that he 
need never be short of anything. They all 
then proceeded to cut down the .303 ammuni- 
tion. They got a wash basin of - sand. 
When the sand was in the basin they made 
holes with the cut part of the cartridge, and 
into those holes poured the molten lead. 

While I was at the shells, said the witness, 
Murphy and Thomas Driscoll were making 
the bullets in the sand in the basin. When 
some bullets were made and ready for use, 
Thomas Driscoll, Murphy, and Jey went out 
to the back to a cowhonse to test the revolver. 

After the swearing and bullet-making, said 
Keating, we got thirsty, and Thomas Driscoll 
sent me to Causeway for a gallon of stout and 
a half pint of whiskey.

A PRESENTATION; . 


GOVERNMENT AND THE 


‘ PROFESSION, 


After. the toast of the Governor-General 
and Prosperity to Ireland had been honoured, 

Senator J. J. Parkinson was.presented with 
the Certificate of Assuciate of the Veterinary 
Medical Association of Ireland, - 

In making the presentation the Chairman 
said that this was the highest honour in the 
gift of that body, and there was only one 
other Irishman to hold it, Mr. Charles Allen. 

Asknowledging the presentation, Senator 
Parkinson said that this country owed a deep 
debt of gratitude to the veterinary pro- 
fession, They all. knew that disease was 
rampant in many of the shires of England, 
and if it, were not for the. efforts of Irish 
veterinary surgeons. a very much. móte de- 
pressing state of affairs would prevail. It 
would’ be very little use :to, this..country to 
possess valuabfe amimals if: there, were not’ 
people competent to look. after hem, and it 
was, above’ all things; the «duty of the 
Government to “see “thas- the veterinary 
surgeons in country, districts “were. pro- 
vided with at least a decent living. 
(Applause. ) Wok EDS ae yee 
AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. . 

Mr. P. J. Howard, Ennis, proposing the 
toast of “ Agriculture," said it was admitted 
that agriculture was the primary industry of 
Ireland, and as such it was of special im- 

ortance to -veterinary sungeons. It was, 
16weyer, a sorry commentary to makc that 
every other subject: seemed ‘to be treated as 
a matter of importante—evéry ‘other lifd, 
appéared to require special .training and 
education, -while the boy forthe farm re- 
quired little schooling. The basis of their 
education system seemed to be that every 
effort should be made in the interests of 
those who were going to pursue commercial 
or professional careers, but no arrangements 
were made to attend to the education ‘of 
young agriculturalists. . Only twopence in 
the £1 could be levied for all -agricultural 
interests in the. country—and ‘in some 
counties even that was not raised—while ‘in 
Denmark 20° per cent. .of public. expenditure 
was devoted to agricultural education. Live 
stock in this country was worth. one hundred 
million pounds, and surely that was a matter 
worth pasar. and developing. The agri- 
cultufal- ‘community was by no means 
free. from , blame, because ‘they. ‘had 
done nothing to see that ~ eduéa- 
tional - facilities would be afforded. 
Even the educational facilities afforded by 
the department had not heen made use of 
ty the agricultural community to anything 
like the extent they ought to be. 

“I would like :to see,” he added, “a pe- 
volution among the agricultural community to 
secure the educational facilities that. they: 
are-entitied to, and mnst have, if we are to 
make any progress.” - Im Deninark progress 
was thade as a restlt of education. They4 
hud in the Free State a Minister for Agri- 
culture. who had done ‘much for the industry, 
but he must do more, and the only way that 
he could do it would be by education, and 
sti... more education,” (Applause) Only by 
the spréad of knowlédge could they compete | 
with foreign countries: ~ Veterinary surgeons 
could assure the agriamltural community that 
they were only too willing to help in every 
way they could the promotion of the in- 
dustry. 


i 


HEALTHY AGRICULTURE. 

Mr. Justice Wylie, who: replied, said: that 
it-was through agriculture’ that Ireland had 
succeeded, and would further succeed. He 
agreed as to the necessity for agricultural 
education, and for pressing forward Ireland’s 
agricultural claims. If they wanted to have 
agriculture in a healthy state they must have 
the veterinary profession in a healthy state, 
and for that they should have a strong 
organisation. i 

If they wanted to have prize cattle and 
prize horses produced in Ireland, then it was 
alsolutely essential to have» veterinary 
surgeons with the knowledge and skill to 
treat. them. He hoped that Ireland, which 
was an agricultural and horse-raising country, 
would long prosper, and that her horsés and 
cattle would continue to hold the foremest 
places of all cattle and horses in the world, 
( Applause.) 

A SHINING EXAMPLE. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Medical Pro- 
fession,’’ Professor Craig said that they 
realised the high achieyements in - human 
surgery which had beer attained in recent 
times by the members of the medical pro- 
fession, Ib. was largely through the interest 
and. assistance and broadmindedness of the 
members of the medical profession, that the 
veterinaty profession had. attained. to its 
present position, The establishment of the 
Veterinary, College“in Ireland was due to the 
late. Sir Christopher Nixon: and the late Sir 
Charles. Cameron, ‘here was a very in- 
timate bond between the: two.professiois, in 
te sengpé that they both had as their interest 
the stúdy and treatment ‘of diseases. In 
public health matters there was the question 
of tuberculosis, which was causing a great 
deal of inquiry. In this department the 
velerinary. professien could be of great assist- 
ance to the medical profession, 

The -City of Dublin had given a shining 
example to the rest of Ireland in this respect 
by the employment of veterinary surgeons for 
the inspection of dairy cows and meat. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Responding, Mr. R. C. B. Maunsell, F resi- 
dent, Royal College of Surgeons, said that 
the stamping out of tubercle in the animal 
kingdom would hasten the day when 
tubercle would no longer be the scourge of 
humanity. The veterinary surgeon un- 
doubtedly had more to do with the property 
of the citizens than the members of his pro- 
fession. By improving the health of animals 
the veterinary. surgeon helped the health of 
the citizens and also improved the property 
of the country. He believed that Ireland 
would never get rich through any other in- 
dustry but agriculture, and anything that 
filled the pockets of the farmer would fill the 
pockets of the shopkeepers and the profes- 
sions. (Applause.) “ 

BOVINE INFECTION. 

Dr. R. ‘Russell, proposing the toast of the 
‘‘ Veterinary Medical Association of Ireland,” 
said that in a recent test of 1,066 cases of 
tuberculosis in human beings, 20 per cent. 
was due to bovine infection, while in another 
test 57 per cent. of tuberculosis in children 
under 5 years was due to bovine infection. 
There was an opportunity to stamp this out 
by a proper allocation of the duties of the 
medical officer and the veterinary surgeon. 
He hoped that the same good relations ‘would 
exist between the medical officer of health 
and the veterinary surgeons as at present 
existed in Dublin.

The present Government came nto power. on 
ione special mandate alone—namely, to. pre- 
serve the Treaty and maintain public order. 
It recéived no’ mandate to ‘‘over-tax’’ the 
State, as it is doing. | 
Let us now turn to the cost of government. 
The .question is not as to how many of us 
thera. are to the square. mile, the number 
being to-day practically the same as it was in 
tbe T's ste Counties a dozen years ago, 
when “the «cost of British government here 
was only about nine millions, compared with 
irapty pine millions which our own Free 
§ Government. are now spending. In 
1912-13 the total expenditure of the British 
‘Government in Ireland was twelve millions, 
of which we may fairly attribute about three- 
fourths,.or nine millions, to the Twenty-six 
Counties. Why are we now, under self- 
government, spending twenty-nine . millions? 
The country never gave the Government a 
special mandate to spend money on that 
pemcunding and uuprecedented scale. 

We talk lightly of millions, but I do not 
believe that one elector in a thousand stops to 
| think what a million really means, I will try 
to illustrate it. If you placed a million pound- 
notes edge to edge in a ‘straight line they 
would reach from Dublin to the Shannon.

OUR PREMIFR INDUSTRY. 

TO THE EVITOR OF THE IKISH TIMES. 

Sin,--In considering’ the present state of 
the farmers, in many cases nearing . banks 
ruptoy, and the ways and means suggested 
for improving .their.position, certain sperific 
facts wiust be kept in the joreiront.. Kvery 
interest that lives on this country, as distinct 
from — producets, has been thoroughly 
organised - within the past few years. 
Organisation is always desirable - where 
common-sense _.and ational interest are 
observed. In fact, the ideal State would be 
such that every organisation, while powerful 
enough to defend its own interests, was not 
sufficiently so to exploit any other. 

The farming community, who are 75% of 
the country’s producers, lack all organisation 
worthy of -the name. They are the least 
educated of our people, and are saturated 
with. suspicions-of one» another—man against 
mah, famil áiaimt family. 1 attribute this 
to generations of bargaining and bickering, 
trying to best one another. During the past 
five. years. the country has passed through 
such .a.state of disillusionment that 60% of 
the: people are bewildered and have lost sense 
of direction. 

Fifially, we have passed throuch three of 
the worst climatic years, ending last April, 
that farmers have experienced in living 
memory. -During these fatal years they lost 
from H% to 100% of their capital, ~ ‘The 
land is only now convalescent from the 
perishing jt got. The towns and villages 
round here during last Christmas week “were 
a deplorable sight, absoltitély deserted, li 
the ‘rot is to be stayed—for surely the 
country ig slowly dying—all waste and un- 
necessary overhead charges and taxation in 
natfonal administration. must be promptly 
cut out, 

County Council administration is possibly 
the biggest sinner in this respect. It is aot 
the fault of the membérs of the various 
County Councils. They are pitted against an 
official bureaucracy ‘superior in organisation, 
education and training. They have no 
organisation or back with a punch in it. 
lhe others have. In their present helplss 
state they are as powerless as a straw to the 
river where it reaches the sea, in effecting 
any useful reduction of expenditure. 
Barring unconstitutional and violent 
measures, now unfortunately dimly discernible 
in..the offing, there appears but one of two 
alternatives possible in bringing general and 
county administrative expenditure within the 
income of the producers. 

The first is that the Government should 
create an accountancy department to 
straighten out finance. If, for reasons 
dominated by policy or politics, the Govern- 
ment may find it impossible to take this 
course, then the only option is a drastic re- 
organisation of agricultural and allied in- 
terests, with a bigger constructive punch 
than the destructive one they are up against, 
The Farmers’ Association has done good 
work, It trusts too much to public meetings 
to get results. Unfortunately, there are too 
many at these meetings who are financially 
interested in an increase rather than a reduc- 
tion of rates. This system will not do: 
but I take my hat off to the few gallant 
men who fought, and are still fighting, for a 
seemingly hopeless cause. Given the right 
aystem—the system that adapts itself to the 
idiosyncrasies of Irish character—they will 
win through all right. 

To my mind, the only organisation that 
would now function would be a militant, 
water-tight, seoret or semi-secret one, run by 
men who thoroughly understood the job, 
and on the principle that one would net 
employ a witohamalas to construct a motor 
car. It should be run on purely stone-cold 
business methods. All public meetings, out- 
bursts of patriotism, sentimentalism and such 
“ Godologies should be banned—not a ripple 
on the surfage, 

The average Irishman at present is not a 
sentimentalist or a patriot. In time and with 
understanding he may become both. Ameri- 
cans and Germans make splendid organisers ; 
but a greater and more complete knowledge 
of psychology than that acquired from other 
nations would be necessary for our purpose, 
and we may find the home goods best. This 
non-political, non-sectarian society or organi- 
sation—whichever one likes to call it—can be 
made self-supporting by co-operative trading, 
and other material benefits could be arranged 
as matters developed. 

The two great evils in this country to-day 
arf fear and greed. Confidence in one’s 
fellow-man will destroy the former; know- 
ledge will abate the latter, and to that end 
this organisation would be properly equipped 
with the necessary outfit.

The 
farmers, as a whole, are at present not 
opposed to having our trunk and main roads 
put into up-to-date order, provided only that 
the cost of doing so in excess of the farmer's 
requirements shall be paid for by those who 
demand it. An intensely bitter feeling, 
however, is being created by road hogs and 
other inconsiderate drivers of both motors 
and lorries, who behave as if pedestrians, 
cyclists and horse traffic had no rights on the 
roads at all. Very many drivers, perhaps 
nearly half, prove by their conduct that 
they are quite unfit to be licensed. These 
are fast stirring up a hostility to all motorists 
which those who, like myself, favour pro:

TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE [RISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I noticed a short time ago the very 
alarming statement of a meat inspector that 
about 50 per cent. of the beef killed in a 
certain town in Ireland was affected by tuber- 
culosis. This statement, if correct, or even 
approaching correctness, makes very disquiet- 
ing reading, as medical science teaches us that 
many forms of human tuberculosis are directly 
traceable to the bovine form of the disease, 
and that milk from tuberculous cows is a 
very grave source of infection,- more especially 

for children and young people, 

When “we are told that 50 per cent. of 
beef cattle killed in one particular town are 
affected with tuberculosis, it is only reason- 
able to expect that the older and more mature 
dairy cattle are also afiected to an equal or 
even greater extent. Would. it not be well 
for the. Department.-of Agriculture to devote 
more attention’ to the eradication of this 
disease, arid, in selecting bulls for licences, to 
give preference to bulls which have passed 
the tubereulin test, and to be particularly 
stringent in their examination of breeds of 
bulls which are known to be more Jiablé to 
that disease than other breeds? 

I was much impressed when reading: to-day 
in au article in the “ Hereford Breed Annual” 
the following paragraph with ref@™ence to 
tuberculosis :—‘' Herefords stand unchallenged 
by any other breed of eattle in the world for 
immunity from this terrible disease. Practi- 
cally only animals which have been tif 


to contagion with other breeds ever contrfct 
the disease.” Another paragraph in the sdme 
publication, in an article by Mr. James Cullen 
Little, Saughall, Chester, says :—‘‘ One of the 
strongest points in favour of the Hereford is 
that it is almost completely immune from 
tuberculosis, which cannot be said of any 
other breed of cattle in England.” : 

If these statements are true, and I believe 
they are unchallenged, why should not the 
Department encourage the. breeding of Here- 


ford cattle as much as thev possibly can, as 
by the use of Herr: bulls the tuberculosis 
danger would in short time be very con- 
siderably lessened? I know that some people 
have an objection to Hereford cows on the 
score that they are not good milkers, but by 
a process of selection and careful breeding 
that condition could be very much improved, 
just as dairy shorthorns have been developed 
from tht heef shorthorns. . This has also been 
done by Mr. White. Zeals Farm, Wilts. with 
his herd of dairy Herefords, which has been 
able to win in competition with all other 
dairy breeds in the South of England.—

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ARSENIC IN APPLES. 

TO Tilk EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—Within the past few days I have had 
apples examined in the Chemical Department 
ot the Royal College of Surgeons -in Ireland. 
These apples (Newtown Pippins) were pur- 
chased in the ordinary way and were all 
found to contain arsenic. Professor Caldwell 
in his report, states: ‘‘ The greatest amount 
of arsenic is found on the portion of the skin 
to which the stem is attached, because the 
solution of the arsenic compound used as a 
spra_ ing fluid is retained there for some time 
and after evaporation leaves a residue. The 
arsenic penetrates to the core, and also 
throughout the fruit. Washine the skin is 
not sufficient to remove the arsenic. In one 
instance more arsenic was found in the pul 
of the apple than on the skin. A chas cu 
feature of the presence of arsenic in the ai le 
Is that, when the apple is peeled or cut aa 
surface retains its fresh white colour for a 
much longer time than when the apple does 
not, contain arsenic.’’—Yours. etc., i

BREA HHUEA 
A NEW VITAMIN.

Sreg,— The report of the Medical Research 
Council, which has just been published, is of 
enthralling interest even to the layman as 
it shows the vitamins, abent which everyone 
Is talking, have had an addition to the family 
Hitherto. only three of these “ exquisite 
mysteries “” have been recognised, and they 
have been known as Vitamin A, Vitamin B 
and Vitamin C. The old Vitamin A has, 
however, now been recognised to consist of 
two substances, one of which prevents cer- 
tain eye disorders and may be styled the anti- 
ophthalmic vitamin. ‘lhis substance retains 
the letter A. The other substance prevents 
rickets and is called the anti-rachitic vitam‘n. 
5 is given a new letter and is styled Vitamin 


Perhaps, the most interesting item in ihe 
report refers to the success which has been 
attained in obtaining high concentrates of 
this substance, Vitamin D, from fish oils. 
These concentrates appear to be interchange- 
able with artificial sunlight, and if cod liver 
oil is, as the Secretary -f the Medical Re- 
search Council suggests, “' bottled sunlight,” 
these products are bottled ultra-v ' ¢ rays. 
They seem to be a means of obtaining all the 
wonderful results of actinotherapy without 
the intervention of troublesome and expen- 
sive electrical installations,—Yours, etc.,

CAUSES OF DECLINE. 


NISTILLERS’. MEMORIAL 


TO FINANCE MINISTER. 


_ The following Memorial has been presented 


‘by the.Irish Pot Still Distillers’ Association 
b4 the Minister for Finance, Irish Free State, 


in. favour of a uction oí the spirit 


duty :— i i 

.8ip , —In view of the progressive decline of 

the distilling industry in the Irish Free State, 
Memorialists respectfully desire to lay 

fore you certain important considerations 

in support cf their contentions. —. i 

A, That the decline is due principally, if no 
exclusively, to the high rate of 72/6 
per proof gallon, and 

B. That ‘this extremely heavy rate of duty 
operates to diminish the rate of yield 
to the revenue, and 

C. That consequently relief can be given to 
the distilling industry without its en- 
tailing any berden on the Free State 
Exchequer, and without interfering 
with any claims by any other class of 
taxpayer for a lightening of other taxa- 
tion. 

They submit that, viewed as a matter of 
financial policy, a very substantial remission 
of this destructive rate of duty is urgently 


required, unless the distilling industry 1s 


to perish; and, on the. other hand, they 
submit most respectfully that the extinction of 
the distilling industry should not be com- 
passed by measures of taxation or other Go- 
vernment action without the fullest pre- 
liminary enquiry into the economic conse- 
quences of such action on the industries. con- 
cerned, and the right of compensation to those 
engaged in them. The — trade has 
always been carried on under direct super- 
vision of the Government, and has been 4 
source of large and important revenue to the 
country. It should not be destroyed, and 
those engaged in it and its associated indus- 
tries deprived of their means of livelihood, 
without the issues involved being placed 
clearly before the country. 

In our Memorial last year we pointed out 
the falling off in consumption, and we now 
draw attention to the figures for the nn 
1924-25, which show a decrease in the Irish 
Free State of 151,244 nroof: gallons, compared 
with the year 1922-24, and. & loss of revenue 
of £548,260. Comparing the figures for the 
six months ending September, 1923, it will 
be found that for the corresponding poe in 
1924 there was a drop of 85,200 proof ga!lons, 
and one of 118,265 in 1925, the offieial figures

First—As showing the direct effect the 
successive increases of duty have had on the 
consumption, the following figures for the 
whole of Ireland, calculated as near as 
possible from the Customs and Excise reports,

The 30 /: and 50/- duties lasted for short 
periods, and in abnormal times, and are not 
giten in this table. 

It will be seen that the consumption has 
fallen ‘almost 75 pér cent. since the duty was 
first increased in 1909, and it is still falling, 
and unless some reduction in the duty is made 
the revénué from ‘the sale of witiskey will 
shortly disappear. 

Second—Your Memorialists also submit that 
the revenue derived from the duty of 72/6 
per proof gallon is now considerably less than 
the amount’ collected in the year when the 
duty was 50/-. In this latter year (te 
1919-20) the revenue amounted ‘to nearly 
£6,000,000 for the whole of Ireland, whereas

The additional 22s. 
by the British 
Parliament for the purpose of obtaining as 
large a revenue as possible towards detray- 
ing the cost of the Great War, at a time 
when money was plentiful and irade boom- 
ing, has, for the past three years, ceased to 
be productive of the increased revenue aimed 
at, and is now merely acting as a means of 
crippling the industry beyond hope of re- 
covery, and reducing to vanishing point a 
hitherto important and steady source ol 
revenue, besides closing a most important 
market to the Irish farmer. In 1900 the Irish 
distillers purchased Irish-grown corn to the 
extent of about 1,000,000 barrels, equal to 
ever half the acreage of barley grown in 
heland, and for the present year it is doubt- 
ful if much more than 50,000 barrels wefe 
required by the distillers. The present duty 
means a penalty of over £350 on every acre 
of barley growr in Ireland. 

Third—They further maintain that cheaper 
whiskey does not necessarily mean that indi- 
viduals will drink more, but it is certain that 
more people will drink the home product in 
place of foreign imported alcoholic beverages, 
and thus reduce the volume of imports and 
improve the trade balance. 

To instance the enormous preference that 
is at present given to the foreigner, the duty 
payable on two glasses of port (at 56 degrees 
of proof spirit) is under 2}d., whereas on one 
glass of Irish whiskey at 25 u.p., which con- 
tains gbout the same amount of proof spirit, 
the duty is 104d. With regard to light wines, 
the position is even more favourable to the 
fcreign product—for instance, while the duty 
on a half-bottle of wine (at, say, 30 degrees 
proof spirit) is only 2d, the man 
who consumes an exactly similar amount of 
proof spirit in the form of whiskey (viz., two 
glasses) has to pay no less than is. 93d. in 
duty, or nearly nine times as much. 

"In our Memorial last year it was stated 
that in regard to fortified wines a trader 
can fortify any wine to a strength not ex- 
ceeding 40 per cent. proof with immature 
spirit quantity not exceeding 10 per cent., 
on which he only pays the wine duty of 
6s. per bulk gallon. Thus if he adds one 
gallon of spirit at 66 per cent. to a cask 
of wine, the duty on which for immature 
spirit at 74s. per proof. gallon would 
amount to 122s., only 68. is charged as 
duty when mixed with the wine. 

Fourth—They would also respectfully point 
out that to allow such an old and famous Insh 
industry, established many centuries ago, to 
die out through oppressive and prohibitive 
taxation unsuitable to the circumstances of 
the Free State, is directly opposed to the de- 
clared policy of the Government to encourage 
enterprise and secure the investment of cap- 
tal in the establishment of industries in the 
country. 

Fifth—The importance from an economic 
point of view of encouraging exports needs no 
elaboration, but there can be no export trade 
if the home ffade is killed. Distillers in the 
Irish Free State have to bear many burdens 
from which their principal competitors are 
free—viz.: corporation profits tax, bottle tax. 
extra duty and licences for Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, and other crippling disad- 
vantages in the competition for business in 
the export markets of the world. 

In conclusion, your Memorialists most re- 
spectfully again draw attention to the 
Memorial presented to the Government in 
February, 1925, a copy of which is submitted 
herewith, and reiterate their confidence that 
the decline in revenue will. not only be ar- 
rested, but eventually show a substantial re- 
covery, if the spirit duty be reduced to a 
figure which will enable whiskey to be sold 
at a reasonable price, more in keeping with 
the means and purchasing power of the 
citizens of the Irish Free State.

CASTLETOWNBERE’S PLIGHT. 

When a letter was read at the meeting of 
the West Cork Committee of the Cork County 
Board of Health from Dr. P. V. T. Murphy, 
Castletownberehaven, in connection with a 
recent case of enteric feverin his district, the 
Assistant Secretary said that there was a 
recommendation made at the last meeting 


of the West Cork Committee that the old 
workhouse premises in the district be made 


The Secretary, Mr. Spiller, had taken steps 
to lay the decision before the Commissioner 
for his consideration. 

Mr. Miaohy said that when the matter 
was discussed at the last meeting, it was 
found that the position in Castletownbere, 
from the point of view of hospital treatment, 
was becoming intolerable, and Mr. Spiller 
undertook to bring such a serious state of 
affairs under the notice of the Commissioner. 
The district was going {rom tragedy Lo 
tragedy owing to being handicapped for hos- 
pital accommodation. It was unfortunate 
that the patient died, but they were in the 
position of having no hospital accommodation 
in the district to deal with local cases, and 
the responsibility in that respect should be 
placed on the Ministry. He hoped that the 
Ministry would now take prompt action in 
the interests of the sick and poor of the dis- 
trict. 

Mr. T. Sheehy said that the whole cause 
of the tragedy, sickness and trouble was at 
the door of the Government. 

Mr. O'Callaghan said that cases of cruelty 
to animals were promptly dealt with by the 
authorities, but there seemed to be no con- 
sideration for the unfortunate _ suffering 
public, especially in the Castletownbere dis- 
trict. 

Mr. McCarthy (Dunmanway) said that hos- 
pital accommodation was urgently required 
in the district, and it should be provided. 
The Chairman (Mr. Callaghan Met arthy) 
said that he was sure~that when Mr. Spiller 
brought the action of the Committee before 
the Commissioner that steps would be taken 
to provide hospital accommodation for the 
district. If such action were not taken the 
matter should be raised in the Dail. 

Mr. McCarthy (Dunmanway) said that 
there was very bad hospital accommodation 
in most of the areas, but Castletownbere was 
in the worst position in that respect.

RECALLED. 


MR. C. E. ROBINSON’S AFFAIRS. 

In the London Bankruptcy Court yesterday 
the “Mr. A case was recalled during the 
public examination of Mr. Charles Ernest 
Robinson, described as a turf commission 
agent, before Mr. Registrar Mellor. 

Mr. Robinson’s accounts showed £8,565 
liabilities and no assets. He said that this 
was his third bankruptcy, as he had been 
made bankrupt in August, 1909, and in June, 
1915. From those failures he obtained his 
discharge on January, 27, 1920, subject to a 
suspension, in each case, of three and a half 
years. His principal creditors in the present 
bankruptcy, he said, were the Midland Bank, 
who were creditors for nearly £8,000. But 
for that liability he would have been solvent. 

The Official Receiver—In 1920 you received, 
as the price of your wife’s dishonour, a sum 
of £25,000? 

Mr. Robinson—No,. I did not.- 

You were present when the £25,000 was 
handed over to her?—Yes, but I had no 
interest in that money, and never intended 
to have any interest. 

Mr. Robinson was then questioned as to 
whether he obtained money to prosecute the 
action, and he said that a .umber of friends 
assisted him by providing him with funds, 
which he handed over to his solicitor. He 
regarded the suins received as gifts. 

‘he public examination was adjourned, Mr. 
Robinson being ordered to give the names and 
addresses of the persons who had provided 
the funds to prosecute the action. 


ROAD MAINTENANCE. 
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AIM TO ABOLISH URBAN 
COUNCILS?

be Dublin Stock and Share Markets yes- 
y afternoon were anything but comfort- 
abl¢.

Sellers of National Government Securities 
were about at previous prices, but little 
Stock changed hands.

Rubbers, 
however, continu-d dull, and although a 
steadier tendency became evident on a slight 
rally in the commodity, final quotations were 
again substantially lower in many directions.

the up grade.

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READ IN. COURT. 


EXPERTS’ EVIDENCE. 
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Evidenc#was given by experts at the Ennis 
District Court yesterday, = os the investiga- 
tion of the murder of Guard Thomas Dowling 
was resumed before District Justice Gleeson. 
The Guard was killed in an ambush on 28th 
December last at Craggagh Graveyard, near 
Fanore, in the Ballyvaughan district. Three 
yous men named John O'Connor, Austin 

innane, and Patrick Conway are charged 
with the murder, and the case against O’Ucn- 
nor was resumed at the sitting of the Court. 

Captain Daniel J. Stapleton, Chief 
Ordnance Inspector, National Army, gave 
expert evidence us to the weapon from which 
various cartridges ( Tré "a, were fired. 
Amongst those cartridges were two fired by 
Superintendent James Hunt from a gun 
which had been lent by Denis Rabbitt to 
the accused, O’Connor, on the night before 
th: outrage, and returned by him some hours 
after the outrage. In Captain Stapleton’s 
opinion, three we. 6./ cartridges found on the 
scene of the ambush were fired from tis 
weapon. Some of the cartridges had been 
recapped, including one on which the word 

slugs ” had been written by ordinary h-nd- 
writing. 

Captain Patrick Michael Moynihan, of the 
Postal and Telegraph Investig ‘on Depart- 
ment, who has had thirty years’ experience 
in the examination and comparison of hand- 
writings, stated that, in his opinion, the 
word “ slugs '” was written by the same hand 
as that which wrote in a copybook found in 
the house of the accused O’Connor. 

Numerous witnesses were examined as to 
the movements of the three: accused men 
before and after the outrage. 

A boy named Patrick Kenny was examined 
as to Guard Cahill having searched a party 
of men on Christmas night Amongst those 
searched was the accused O’Connor. When 
the Guards went away O’Connor said that 
he would “ get his own back out of them 
fellows yet.” 

A young man named Michael Howley, of 
Fanore, who had also been searched on 
Christmas Day, was examined as to a state- 
ment that he had made and signed for Super- 
intendent Hunt. His evidence now was at 
variance with that statement, and Mr. Cecil 
Lavery, for the State, received permission 
to treat him as hostile. . 

Did you say, asked Mr. Lavery, that 
Connor (John (O'Connor) said that the 
Guards did not search much when the ‘‘Black 
and Tans ” were out, and *‘ we will have our 
own back ?”’ Witness—Yes; I said that, 
because I was forced to say it. 

How were you forced? They took me in 
a motor car to the barracks and the detective 
struck me and tore the collar off my shirt. 

The witness admitted that he could not 
recognise any of the detectives that struck 
him, and that the Superintendent did not 
strike him. 

The accused man, O’Connor, was returned 
for trial to next Centre! Criminal Court. 
THE SECOND CASE. 

The charge of wilf-l murder against 
Patrick Conway was then taken up, and the 
depositions were confirmed, in so far as they 
i pte to his alleged complicity in the crime. 

The chief feature o* this case was a series 
of statements made by the accused. 

Mr. F. F. Cullinan. for the defence, 
objected to the admission of those state- 
ments, but the objection was overruled, the 


Justice stating that he would leave that 
matter for decision to the Central Criminal 
Court. 

The first statement made by Conway when 
he was detained was in answer to questions 
addressed to him by Superintendent Hunt in 
the presence of Chief Superintendent O’ Duffy, 
and Conway refused to sign. The second 
statement was a recital of his movements 
on the 28th December and was signed by 
him. '-s third statement was an amended 
one made by Conway in order, as he said, 
to remove any suspicion from himself that he 
had ary connection with the death of Guard 
Dowling. In ‘this statement Conway 
alleged that the accused, John O’Connor, 
had asked him if he had seen Paddy Mac, 
This was a _ reference to Guard Patrick 
McNamara, of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Division, who was home on !:ave on the 28th 
December. Conway replied ‘iat he had, and 
O'Connor ‘remarked that he must be a fine 
man now. ‘‘ He is a fine man, surely,’’ said 
Conway. ‘‘ Theh,” said O'Connor, “it's a 
pity without bringing him to the ground. 
Would.you be ga~e to do jt?’ When Con- 
w’y answered this question in the negative, 
O’Connor said (according to the statement), 
“TI get two fellows that will do it,” and 
he said that he would send for Andy Connell 
and Tourna. On the 27th December O’Con- 
nor again asked Conway would he do it, and 
when he would not he sent his brother to 
tell Tourna and Andy Connell to be down 
on Monday, 28th, at 7.30 or 8 o'clock, 


FURTHER CONVERSATIONS. 
The stateme.. went on, that at about 5 
p.m. on 28th December O’Connor said to 
Conway—'‘I am going to commit murder 
to-night; I'll meet Mac (Guard McNamara), 
or one of the Guards.” On the morning of 
the 29th Conway said that he again saw 
O’Connor, who asked him if the Guards had 
visited his house the previous night, and 
what he had said. Having told him, O’Con- 
nor rooted out three or four cartridges from 
a -vall, and trampled them in the dirt, say- 
ing that the C.I.D. men would be round 
that day, and he wanted to have them 
hidden. O'Connor also said that he had a 
revolver in one of the old ricks, but could 
not find it. He and O’Connor then went off 
to Lisdoonvarna, and on the way O'Connor 
said—‘‘ We shot a man last night, whether 
it’s a Guard or Mac, but we don’t give a 
damn anyway. Connell fired the first shot 
out of a double-barrel gun, and I fired the 
second shet out of a single-barrel, and 


Tourna fired the third round after a man 


that went off on a'bicycle. Then Tourna 


and Connell made for the mountain and I

made down for the seaside. 
Continuing, Conway’s statement alleged 
that when they got into Lisdoonvarna they 
went into Wall's shop, and the girl there 
said to them—‘‘ Ye are very cross men up 
there in Murrough.’’ O’Connor asked why, 
and she said—‘‘ Was not there a Guard shot 
dead there last night?’’ “Was there ?”' 
said Connell. ‘‘ There was,” she said. “' Do 
you know who he was ?” said Connell. She 
said that she did not, but she mentioned the 
place were ke came from, and O’Connor 
then said that that must be Dowling.

A 
sister of the deceased girl, Kathleen Anderson, 
said that they were walking along Upper 
North street together, and when just at the 
drapery premises of Messrs. Irwin there was 
a crash of something falling. The deceased 
gir] was carrying witness 's baby, when she was 
hit and fell on the pavement. Witness added 
that her sister was taken uncOmg¢ious into a 
shop, and later removed to the Mater Hos- 
pital, where she died after lying ill for eleven 
days. To Mr E. J. McKean (for Messrs. 
Irwin}—There was no gale blowing at the 
time the hoarding fell; Mr. J. I. Donaghy 
(for the next-of-kin) referred to the fact that 
a man, William Lynas (who was struck by a 
falling board when.picking up the child) really 
saved the child’s life. 

Spinner’s .Lost Finger.—-Mary Hill, a 
spinner, of Molyneaux street, off Henry street, 
Belfast. was the applicant in a claim for 
arbitration before the Belfast Recorder yester- 
day, and the York Street Flax Spinning Com- 
pany respondents, in connection with an ac- 
cident in the course of her employment in the 
York street mill on the 22nd February, 1924. 
Applicant said that she got a finger of her 
lei hand cut on a brass screw nail and had 
to have it amputated. She was paid full 
wages until April, and 18s. 11d. per week 
from that until 1st November, 1924. Her 
nerves were wrecked in consequence of the 
accident. Dr. Holmes, for the respondents, 
said that in his opinion the applicant -was fit 
for work in November, 1924 He saw her 
this month and found neurosis present, but 
saw nothing in the condition of the arm to 
account for it. Notwithstanding this, he 
thought shé was still fit for work. The ap- 
plicant agfeed to accept £25 in full settle- 
ment, with £6 1s. costs and doctor’s expenses. 

Motorist Loses His Licence.—A Belfast 
motorist, Ernest H. Shaw, Mayfield, Balmoral, 
was fined £8, with 15s. costs, and had his 
licence suspended for twelve months, for driv- 
ing a motor car in a manner dangerous to the 
public at Comber on January 7 last. On a 
second charge of being drunk in charge of the 
car he was fined 40s. and costs. The case was 
heard at Comber Petty Sessions. Constable 
Copeland said that as defendant passed him 
he noticed that he was in a dazed condition, 
so witness mounted a ’bus and followed him.

INCLUSION OF ALL

PROPOSED SYSTEM OF 
SOCIAL INSURANCE. 


-- 


That there was general dissatisfaction 
with the existing system of workmen's 
compensation was the view advanced by 
Mr. Denis Cullen at yesterday's sitting 
of the Departmental Committee of Inquiry 
at the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce, Lord Edward street, Dublin. 

Mr. Cullen gave evidence as representa- 
tive Of the National Executive of the Irish 
Labour Party and Trade Union Congress. 
He stated th:t the organisation of which 
he was chairman contained over 160,000 
workers joined in trade unions throughout 
Ireland. 

Witness recalled the fact that at the 
Trades Union Congress which was held 
in Newry last August a resolution was 
adopted calling for an “all-in”? system 
of social insurance. He saw no reason fcr 
the exclusion of any employé from the 
right to compensation, whatever the salary 
or wage might be, and an effort should 
be made to include casual workers, 

The existing rates of compensation— 
minimum £150, maximum £300—were, 
Mr. Cullen said, inadequate, and the value 
of money made them still more inadequate. 
Compensation to an injured workman 
during incapacity should be at least equal 
to the wages. 


QUESTION OF VOLUN- 
TARY INSURANCE.

In the course of his evidence Mr. Cullen 
said that shore fishermen, a substantial part 
of whose remuneration was by way of wages, 
should be included, as well as all persons 
employed on board ship, in. whatever 
capacity. He would include members of the 
family. Although this matter was not 


strictly workmen's compensation, the estab,@* 


lishment of a central institution for work‘ 
men’s compensation insurance would lend 
itself to facilities for voluntary insurance 
against accidents by people working on their 
own account, such as smal! shopkeepers, small 
farmers, etc. He suggested that the Com- 
mittee might draw attention to certain 
diseases, such as pulmonary complaints, 
which should be scheduled and included for 
compensation. As county medical officers 
of health were now to be full-time officers, he 
suggested that their services might be 
availed of. 
“ ABSURD ARRANGEMENT.” 

The existing rates of compensation—mini- 
mum £150, maximum £300—was, he said, 
always inadequate and unsuitable, and the 
fall in the value of money made it still more 
inadequate. The present arrangement by 
which a young widow with no children re- 
ceived the same sum as a middle-aged woman 
with several children was obviously absurd. 
Compensation should, therefore, take the form 
of a pension, payable to the. widow until re 
marriage, and of pensions payable in respect 
of each child up to the age, say, of sixteen 
years. The necessary funds, if not provided 
by a central institution, should be paid into 
court, or, preferably, into a trustee depart- 
ment. Provision might be made for com 
mutation of the widow's pension, on. satisfae- 
tory proof of wise expenditure, but this 
should be exceptional. Funeral — benefits 
might be increased to £10. 

Compensation to an injured workman dur- 
ing incapacity should be at least equa] to 
the wages. the present reduction, of 50 per 
cent., plus war additions, with a maximum 
of $5s. weekly, caused unwarranted hardship. 
The danger of malingering was exaggerated, 
but if any reduction from full wages was 
insisted upon for that reason that reduction 
should be small, and should be graduated so 
as to favour the low-wage worker, whose 
ordinary income was insufficient to provide a 
margin for emergencies, 

PERMANENT INCAPACITY. 

Where the incapacity was permanent and 
total, so that the worker required constant 
help from another person, the compensation 
should be increased, or at least there should 
be no deduction from full wages. In case of 
partial incapacity the onus of finding .suitable 
work should be on either the employer 
or the central insurance _ institutoin— 
if there was one—with some safe 
guard as to continuance of the work, 

Dependents should include, not only 
members of the worker's family, but also any 
person living with and maintained by the 
worker, such as adopted children and cousins. 
Medicine and surgical treatment 
certainly a necessary addition to menetary 
compensation. First-aid treatment 
desirable, and the provision of a first-aid box, 
with ample antiseptics, bandages, etc., should 
be compulsory on all jobs employing more 
than a small number of persons. 

First-aid and ‘‘safety first’ propaganda 
should be recognised as a necessary comple 
ment of factory inspection and workmen’s 
compensation, and should receive financial 
encouragement out of the funds provided for 
those purposes.

HARDSHIP. 

The absence of both wages and compensa- 
tion during the waiting period was a great 
hardship. All agreements 4s to compensation 
should be controlled by the court, and the 
court should have discretionary power to 
order payment in respect of a period of 
suspension, and suspension should not take 
place without court authority. Redemption 
should be claimable by the worker as well 
as the employer. 

Continuing, the witness said that insurance 
should be compulsory, with the possible ex- 
ception of large firms that were capable of 
carrying out their own insurance, but em- 
ployers should be protected from the possi- 
bility of abuse.- In his opinion the best 
solution in this, as in other respects, would 
be to give a monopoly of workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance to a State institution, in 
the control of which employers’ and work- 
men’s representatives might share. If there 
was to be no State monopoly a contingency 
fund should be created, to give a final 
guarantee of payment of compensation in case 
of failure to insure or the insolvency of the 
insurer. 

The worker ought not to be made a pro- 
tayonist in a contest at law, in which he felt 
that all the advantages were on the other 
side, as litigation was expensive and meant 
delay, and there was need for greater ex- 
pedition in deciding claims.
